It has been eiaimed bv many anglers 
in this country that the pike or pickerel 
is a tish worse than useless, and tliev urge 
th at it- complete exterm ination would lie 
desirable. 
Tlie charge against the ti-h is 
that it- voracity is out of all ¡ ro¡iortion to 
its value as either game or food. 
It s 
hunger i- chronic, its tastes iehthyophagio. 
It disdains worms, snails and such small 
deer, and seeks for trout and other choice 
fish, which 
it finds not only toothsome, 
but because of their size “fillin’ ” as well. 
The pike’s jaw and stomach i- s i capacious 
that it is not at all unusual to find these 
fish stowed away inside of each other like 
a “nest of ttihs.” each a trille larger than 
tlie one which nestles serenely w ithin it. 
T h ese well-known qualities of the pike 
canse anglers to dread its introduction 
into waters which abound 
with 
trout 
or other game fish. 
In New York the 
law forbids the planting of a tish, which, 
however, is highly esteemed in lairiqie 
and even in some pints of this country. 
In Colorado they have found a new use 
for pickerel. 
A letter recently came to 
th i- office in which th e w riter said : 
“We 
are desirous of procuring from one to 
three thousand pike or pickerel for the 
purpose of placing in a small lake. 
This 
lake is the principal source of our ice sup­ 
ply. and it i- full of ‘w ater dogs’ (a sala- 
majpler-like form) which freeze in the ice 
and become very troublesome. 
W e think 
that if we put the pickerel in the lake 
they will soon dispose of the 'dogs’ and 
keep our w ater free from them .'’

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An artificial leather, says the “ Engineer­ 
ing,” mixed with five to ten per cent, of 
sinew and pressed into sheets like ordinary 
leather curd!>oard, lias been recently made 
in Germany. 
Roth materials are made 
separately. The leather pieces are washed, 
cut, boiled in alkaline lye, torn, neutralized 
with hydrochloric acid, and finally care­ 
fully washed once more to remove all traces 
of acid. 
The sinews are treated similarly, 
but steamed in an acid bath until they are 
like glue. 
When thus prepared the mate­ 
rials are mixed, pressed into sheets, m o i s t ­ 
ened on both sides with a concentrated so­ 
lution of alum, and the upper surface is at 
last given a thin coat of caoutchouc in so­ 
lution with carbonic bisulphide. 
W riting on Sebert’s method of register­ 
ing the velocity of shot within the tube of 
a gun, Prof. F. Neesen says: “ iSebert’s ap­ 
paratus necessarily registers for a space 
somewhat shorter than tlie diameter of 
the ball. 
This defect is remedied and the 
registration extended to the whole length 
of the tube by means of a revolving appli­ 
ance to which the registering tuning fork 
is attached and disposed parallel ¿vitli the 
periphery of the cross section of the shot. 
Pencils fastened to the prongs of the tun­ 
ing fork, and vibrating with it, are thus 
made to describe curves indicating the 
velocity of the hall in its course through 
the tube.” 
M. Plateau gives the following account 
of an interesting experiment: 
A flower, 
in shape like a lily, with six petals, was 
made in outline with thin iron wire, the 
wire being first dipped in nitric acid and 
¡ireoxidized. 
The flower is next dipped 
into a glycerine soap solution, and when 
withdrawn the petals were covered with 
films of the solution. 
It was now in an 
upright position placed under a bell-glass, 
and soon beautiful colors appeared. 
If 
tlie solution is right the films w ill last for 
hours, and there will lie a continued ¡day 
of color over the flower. 
On walking upon or disturbing the sand 
of certain beaches a peculiar sound is 
heard, which has been described as some­ 
what resembling tlie bark of a dog. 
The 
sound seems to arise from the friction of 
particles of dry sand. 
Until recently 
these so-called singing beaches have been 
known to exist at only two places, one in 
Europe and one in this country, but sam­ 
ples of the singing sands have now been 
collected in no less than twenty-six locali­ 
ties in the United States.

AN EARLY WRITING-PAPER. 
Many centuries liefore Christ, Xurna left 
writings upon the papyrus, whence our 
name, paper, is derived. 
This 
plant, 
which was revered as sacred by the old 
Egyptians, grows abundantly in shallow 
streams and marshes in upper Egypt and 
Syria. 
Bruce found it growing in the 
River Jordan, and noticed a curious fact, 
that it always presented the sharp, angu­ 
lar side of its pear-shaped stem to the 
swift current. 
The stem is eight or ten 
feet high, two inches in diameter, and 
crowned with a fringe of hair-like leaves, 
which circle a blossom of slender spike- 
lets. 
Beneath the brown sheath which 
envelops the root-stalk of this dark-brown 
plant lie other sheaths which are very 
transparent. 
These, when split into thin 
leaves and dried in the sun, were glued 
together, and formed the roll of papyrus, 
on which many of the ancient writings 
have come down to us. 
This paper was 
botii flexible and durable. 
Specimens 
from Pompeii can be seen in the museum 
at Naples. 
In the fifth century papyrus 
paper, of which many varieties existed, 
was largely manufactured at Alexandria, 
and ranked high in the commerce of na­ 
tions. 
Its use continued until about seven 
or eight centuries ago.— [Charles E. Bolton.

CULINARY HINTS. 
The cake which is a favorite with so 
many people— the layer cake with chopped 
raisins in boiled frosting between the 
layers—may he varied deliciously in this 
way: 
Divide the frosting in two parts; in 
one put the chopped raisins, in the other 
put citron which you have cut in little 
slices and are just a* thin as possible to 
shave them. Still another variation is to 
put in haft’the frosting raisins, and in the 
other half the meats of English walnuts; 
these should he broken in small hits. 
Here is a model way for preparing the 
immortal baked beans, as prescribed by an 
exchange : 
“ Take one quart of beans and 
soak in cold water all night. 
Next morn­ 
ing parboil till the skins wrinkle. 
Then 
put into the bean pot with a very little 
mustard, pepper and molasses. Put on top 
a half-pound piece of lean, salt pork ; fill 
up with warm water, and put into the 
oven. 
Put in more water as it lioils out, 
letting them get dry toward the last.” 
Rose cakes or cookies are made of the 
whites of two eggs, one large cup of milk, 
one cup of sugar, half a cup of butter, two 
scant teaspoonfulsjof baking powder, flavor 
with rose, use flour enough to make a 
thick hatter; butter small tins, and put 
the batter into them until they arc half 
full. Bake in a quick oven; while they are 
hot, before taking them from the tins dust 
powdered sugar over them.—[New York 
Post.

Meat halls to drop into soup stock are 
made of veal, with about one-fourth as 
much suet as veal, and with three-fourths 
of bread crumbs, with salt, pepper and 
parsley, or other herbs to your taste; add 
one beaten egg, which will moisten and 
hold the ingredients together; make into 
round balls, drop into hot lard and fry 
quickly; drain them well on a cloth, and 
they are ready for the soup. 
Two ounces of soda dissolved in a quart 
of hot water will make a ready and useful 
solution for cleaning old ¡tainted work 
preparatory to repainting. This mixture, 
in the above proportions, should beapplied 
when warm, and the woodwork afterward 
washed with water to remove all traces of 
the soda. 
Says a housewife writer: 
Plates should 
always lie sent to the table warm for din­ 
ner. The liest method is to dip them in 
boiling hot water and let them remain for 
a few moments. 
Dry quickly, pile and set 
on the table. Tea cups should always he 
dipped ¡11 liot water before pouring in the 
tea. 
Lemon cookies are made of one large 
cup of sugar, a little more than half a cup 
of butter, half a teaspoon ful of soda dis- 
-dved in two tca-poonful- of hot water: 
flavor witli lemon and use just enough so 
that vi>u can roll the cookies out thin; 
hake ill quick oven. 
Excellent rye muffins are made with one 
cup of Hour, two cups of rye meal, one pint 
of sweet milk, one tablespoonfu! of sugar, 
pinch of salt, one teaspoonful of soda, one 
and a half teasjmonfiils of cream tartar. 
Hake in muffin rings. 
To make sausage keep its shape in flat 
cakes, after making them the size you wish, 
dip them into flour; this will effectually 
prevent their falling apart.

METALS AND MECHANICS. 


A P h ilad elp h ia m anufacturer buys tons 
of old rubber shoes, overcoats, car springs, 
etc.. and makes them into toys for c h il­ 
dren. 


A y o u n g man of Dayton, Ohio, George 
C. Pyle hv name, has invented an elec­ 
tric iicad-íight for locomotives, and it has 
proven vcrv successful oil trial. 
The ajv- 
paratus is fastened to the foot-board of the 
engine, on tiie left side, and oircctly in 
front of the cab. 
The light is equivalent 
to that of 2,000 candles, and the power 
necessary to run the dynamo will not ex­ 
ceed one and one-half horsc-power. 
Wood pavement is to he given up in 
London, and the old Macadam system re­ 
stored. 
The former is said to have not 
only failed to realize the expected advan­ 
tages, but has led, according to Professor 
Tyndall’s report, to serious affections of the 
eves and lungs; that is, by continual wa­ 
tering the wood became saturated with 
street filth, and then, under the influence 
of the hot sun, gave forth a pernicious spe­ 
cies of dust. 
Casting of bronze statues of Buddha is 
carried on in Bangkok. The process, says 
a late official report, is of the kind known 
as “ en cire perdue,” and the alloy used 
consists of copper and lead, sometimes with 
the admixture of a small quantity of zinc. 
A clay model is first made; upon this a 
coat of wax is molded, and over this again 
is put another layer of clay. The whole 
is then baked, the wax running off through 
apertures left for that purpose, and. the 
central core being kept in its place by iron 
pegs, the alloy is then run into the space 
previously occupied by the wax. 
Professor Calvert has recently made the 
interesting discovery, by practical tests, 
that the carbonates of potash and soda 
possess the same property of protecting 
iron and steel from rust as do those alka­ 
lies in a caustic state. Thus it is found 
that, if an iron blade lie immersed in a 
solution of either of the above carbonates, 
it exercises so protective an action that 
that portion of the iron whi di is exposed 
to the influence of the damp atmospheric 
air does not oxidize, even after so ex­ 
tended a period as two years. Similar re­ 
sults, it appears, have also been obtained 
with sea water on adding to the same the 
carbonates of potash and soda in suitable 
proportion. 
When brass is soldered with soft solder 
the difference in color is so marked as to 
direct attention to the spot mended. The 
following method of coloring soft solder is 
given by the Mtlc.Ilarbeiler: First, prepare 
a saturated solution of sulphate of copper 
(Milestone) in water, and apply some of 
this on the end of a stick to the solder. 
< >n touching it with a steel or iron wire it 
lieeomes coppered, and by repeating the 
experiment the deposit of copper may be 
made thicker and darker. To- give the 
solder a yeliov, ev color, mix one part of a 
saturated solntio i of sulphate of zinc with 
two of suiphate of copper; apply this to 
the coppered spot and rub it with a zinc 
rod. The color can be still further im­ 
proved by applying gilt powder and pol­ 
ishing.

California, and an Act of the Legislature of the 
State of California entitled “ «In Act to provide 


for the submission of proposed amendments to 
the Constitution of the State of California to the 
ualified electors for their approval,” approve^ 
March 7 ,1S83, notice is hereby given that the 


Legislature 01 the State of California, at its 
twenty-fifth session, commencing on the firsi 
Monday after the first day ot January. A. D. 1883. 


two-thirds ot all the members elected to each ol 
the two Houses of said Legislature voting iu 
íavor thereof, proposed that Section 19 of Ar 
tid e XI. of the Conssitutlon of the State of Cali­ 


fornia, be amended so as to read as follows: 


A m en d m en t No. 1. 


S e c tio n 19. In any city where there are no 
public works owned and controlled by the mu­ 
nicipality for supplying the same with water or 
artificial light, any individual or any company, 
duly incorporated for sn:-h purpose under ami 
by authority of tlie laws of this State, shall, un­ 
der the direction of tlie Superintendent 01 
streets, or other officer in control thereof, and 
Biuier such general regulations as the mnnici 
pality may prescribe for damages, and indcm 
nitv for damages, have the privilege of using the 
public streets and thoroughfares thereof, ami of 
laying down pipes and conduits therein, ami 
connections tnercwith, so far as may be neces­ 
sary for introducing into and supplying such 
city and its inhabitants eith. r with gaslight or 
other illum inating light, or with fresli water foi 
domestic and all other purposes, upon the con­ 
dition that the municipal government shall 
have the right to regulate the charges thereof. 


And notice is hereby further given, that atthe 
same session two-thirds of ail the members 


elected to each of the two Houses voting in 


favor thereof, the said Legislature proposed that 
Section 7 of Artjcie IX. of the Constitution of the 
State of California be amended so as to read as 


follows: 
A m en d m en t No. 2. 


Section 7. The Governor, Superintendent ol 
Public Instruction, and the Principals of *he 
State Normal Schools shall constitute the Stale 
Board of Education, and shall compile, orcanse 
to be compiled, and adopt a uniform series of 
text books for use in the common schools 
throughout tlie State. The State Board may 
cause such text books, when adopted, to be 
printed and published by the Superintendent of 
State Printing at the State Printing Office, mid 
when so printed and published, to be distrib­ 
uted and sold at the cost price of printing, pub­ 
lishing; and distributing the same. The text 
hooks so adopted shall continue in use not less 
than four years; and said State Board shall per­ 
form such’other duties as may be prescribed by 
law. The Legislature shall provide fora Board 
of Education iu each county iu the State. The 
County Superintendent and the County Boards 
of Education shall have control of the examin­ 
ation of teachers and the granting of teachers’ 
certificates within their respective jurisdictions. 


And notice is hereby furthcrgiven that the Le­ 
gislature of the State of California, at its twenty- 
fifth (extra) session, commencing ou the twenty- 


fourth day of March, A. D. 1881, two-thirds ot 
all tlie members elected to each of the two 


Houses of said Legislature voting in favor there- 
off proposed th at Section 9 ot Article XIII. 01 
the Constitution of the State of (ffiliforuia be 
amended so as to read as follows: 


A m en d m en t No. 3. 


Section 9 A State Board oFEqualization, con­ 
sisting of one member from each Congressional 
District in this State, as the same existed iu 
eighteen hundred and seventy-nine, shall be 
eiectvd by the qualified electors ot tlicir respec­ 
tive districts, at tiie general election to be held 
in Qie year one thousand eight hundred and 
eightv-s'ix. and at each gubernatorial election 
tliereaftei, whose term of office shall be for four 
years, whose duty il shall be to equalize tlie 
valuation of the taxable property in the several 
counties of the State ior the purposes of taxa­ 
tion. Tlie Controller of State shad lie ex officio 
a member of the Board. I lie Boards of Super­ 
visors of the sevcrai counties of tiie State shall 
constitute Boards of Equalization for their 
respective counties, whose duty it shall be to 
equalize the valuation of the taxable property 
in tlie county for the purpose of taxation; pro­ 
vided, such State and County Boards of Equali­ 
zation are hereby authorized and empowered, 
under such rules of notice as the County Boards 
mav prescribe, as to the county assessments, and 
under such rules of notice as the State Board 
may prescribe as to the action ofthe State Board, 
to increase or lower the entire assessment roll, 
or any assessmt nt contained therein, so as to 
equalize the assessment of tlie property con­ 
tained in “Rid assessment roll, and make the 
assessment conform to the true value in money 
Of the property contained in said roll; provided, 
that no Board of Equalization shall raise any 
mortgage, deed of trust, contract or other obli­ 
gation by which a debt is secured, money or 
solvent credits, at>ove its face value. The pres­ 
ent State Board of Equalization shall continue 
in office until their successors, as herein pro­ 
vided for, shall be elected and shall quality. 
The Legislature shall have power io redistrict 
the State into fonr districts as nearly equal iu 
population as practical, and to provide for the 
elections of members of said Board of Equal izar 
tion. 


Each amendment shall be voted upon sepa­ 


rately from the others, by ballot, at tlie next 
general election, to be holdeu on TUESDAY, 
he 4th day of NOVEMBER, A. D. 18S4. The 
ballots used at such election shall contain the 


words: “ For (he Amendment No. 1,” or the 
words “ Against the Amendment No. 1;” “ For 
the Amendment No. 2,” or the words “ Against 
the Amendment No. 2;" “ For the Amendment 
No. 3,” or the words “ Against the Amendment 
No. 3,” written or printed thereon.

Cox becam e ail ex p ert w ith th e pistol anil 
ritle, and it was only because th ey got tlie 
d ro p on him th at he died and his m urder­ 
ers escaped w ith th eir lives.

ago he parted from his first wife a n d m ar­ 
ried th e present w om an. 
F or th e last five 
o r six years they have resided on th e coast, 
n ear th e m outh of T en-m ile river, picking 
u p a so m ew h at precarious living. 
Schem - 
m erh o rn Johnson is an old redw ood m an. 
w ho has been in th e h abit o f w orking 
steadily till lu- had acc u n m tatn l $400 or 
$500, an d th en o f speedily getting rid o f it 
by d rin k in g and gam bling. 
L atterly Cox 
an d his fam ily have been living w ith 
Jo h n so n on a redw ood claim o f th e latter'?. 
O n aceount o f too great intim acy betw een 
Jo h n so n and Cox's wife bad blood was 
engendered. Cox h ad a pair o f horses and 
wagon an d was engaged 
som ew hat in 
p eddling fruit. 
It is reported th a t Jo hnson 
offered Cox $100 to clear out an d leave the 
w om an a n d children and team to him . 
T h a t proposition not being accepted, J o h n ­ 
son decided to try an o th er m eth o d o f get­ 
tin g him o ut o f th e way. 
H e w as in the 
cabin an d Cox was sitting outside w ith 
his back tow ard th e door, w hich favor­ 
able 
opp o rtu n ity 
Johnson 
seized 
to 
p u t 
a 
bullet 
th ro u g h 
Cox’s 
heart, 
a n d a- liis victim lay w rith in g upon tlie 
ground, to put an o th er th ro u g h his brain. 
H e and Cox's wife then drew th e body into 
th e brush an d secreted it. 
T he day before 
be was shot Cox was at the T en-m ile River 
L um ber C om pany's store at N ew port, to 
collect $2 o f one of th e m en on th e lan d ­ 
ing. 
As they could not m ake change, M r. 
W eller, th e clerk, told Cox to eall in the 
afternoon o r th e next m orning an d get his 
m oney. 
Cox replied, “ AH rig h t,’’ and 
w ent hom e. 
Mr. W eller was surprised 
th a t he did not eotue after th e $2. liu* in 
tw o o r th ree days Mrs. Cox appeared.

S he replid th at be had 
to Jo h n so n , an d bad gout
